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mission to this country, The ex- 
perience he had gained on this mission 
had proved of great service to him. 
He exhorted the yonng to read the 
works of the Church, and bore a faith- 


ful testimony. to the truth of the Gos- | 


pel revealed anew in this age. 

President Macdonald prefaced his 
remarks by reading a portion of the 
fifth chapter of the first epistle of St. 
John. During the time I have labor- 
ed in .this conference, I have felt 
blessed, and satisfied in my labors. I 
have had much pleasure in communi- 
cating the word of truth to you, and I 
take this opportunity of thanking the 
Saints throughout the conference for 
their goodness to me. May the God of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob bless you 

As you have heard from my breth- 
ren, I do declare, not by the power of 
man, but by the spirit of truth, that 
this isthe work of God. I can bear 
witness that I have a greater testimony 
than man can give, a testimony. that 
can only be obtained, by those who are 
born of the Spirit of God, and which 
can only be received through obedi- 
ence to the laws aod ordinances of the 
House of God. I now testify that 
God is sending forth his angels to 
gather his people together, and that 
without taking away their agency, for 
they still have the power to say we 
will or we will not gather. We did 
not derive this authority from men, 
but this power and priesthood was 
confirmed on the young man, Joseph 
Smith, as revealed from God himself. 
I did not become a Latter-day Saint 
because any other man was one. I re- 
ceived my knowledge independent of: 
any other man living, not even excepting 
Joseph Smith or Brigham Young. My 
son Aaron has received the same 
knowledge, and his knowledge is as in- 
dependent of mine, as mine is of his. I 
feel earnest in this work, the best half 
of my days having been spent in declar - 


ing the truth of this Gospel. I was | 


baptized into the ‘Chureh by Elder 


Hugh Findlay, who was the first elder 
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whom I heard preaching this Gospel. 
I pray God that — — wish 
of your hearts may be gratified, and 
that he may hasten the day when you 
may be gathered with his people. 
Elder John L Biyth said he rejoic- 
ed to listen to the instructions he had 
that day received from those who had 
spoken. He testified to the restora- 
tion of the Gospel, with all its gifts 
and blessings, and to the divine miss- 
ion uf the Prophet Joseph Smith. 
President Budge said some may ask 
how we obtain an absolute certainty 
that this is the work of God. We re- 
ply that it is obtained through obedi- 
ence to the Gospel, as taught by Jesus 
Christ himself, and again restored in 
this our day. But the Lord has not 
said, he will give this knowledge to 
those who will not obey it, Jesus said 
go ye into all the world, and preach 
this Gospel, he that believeth aud is 
baptized shall be saved. And again, 
he that will do the will of my father 
shall know of the doctrine whether it 
be of God. If any amongst us are not 
sure that we are members of the true 
Church, we should not rest satisfied, 
until we have obtained this knowledge, 
in the way appointed. Let those who 
have any donbis on their minds, on 
the subject, take the advice of the 
Apostles James, who said, If any 
man lack wisdom, let him ask of God, 
who giveth to all men liberally and 
unbraideth not.” 7 
I rejoiee tothink that President Mac- 
donald and his son are about returning 
home after laboring so diligently in this 
country, and I ask God to bless them 
now and forever. I pray God to bless 
this congregation and all the honest in 
heart, and enable us all to keep hum- 
ble and faithful to the end and be 
saved and exalted in his kingdom, in 
the name of Jesus. Amen.

| Benediction by Elder D. H. Wells. 
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TRE GREAT PROPHETIC —AN “IMPORTANT 
| * BT PROF. PRATT, 
Tur. Great Prophetic Pyramid, of Upper Egypt, is becoming more and more an 
object of general public interest. In the beginning of last December, we placed 
r upon the pages of the Sran some valuable information in reference to it. At 
the same time, we expressed a strong belief in the theory that the wonderful 
., structure had been erected under divine direction. This view was based + Upon 
the fact of the embodiment of marvelous acientifio truths in its peculiar con- 
struction ; ; also upon the prophetic character of its symbolism: So far as 
“investigations upon this intensely interesting subject have proceeded, our view 
has strengthened to conviction that the latter phase of the building: t pifies 
much of the economy of God in relation to this planet and its inhabitants, 
from a very ancient period, till the reaching of the earth’s final glorification. 
_ Believing this subject to be of great special interest to the Latter-day 
16 Saints, we will «ndeavor to give a simple outline, in brief, of a portion of the 
theological phase of the Pyramid symbolism. The theory connected with this 
branch is, that the various dispensations, epcebs or periods; are typified by a 
1 ‘series of passages, galleries, chambers, etc., and that the exaot times of various 
ons picuous or special occurrences are marked by measurements, at the ‘ratio 
of one Pyramid inch to a year, The astronomy of the building, iti is belſeved, 
-. showssthe flood to have taken place B. C. 2,790. 
The fret entrance passage opens with a date answering to B. 0. 2 528. the 
supposed time of the dispersion of mankind, at the Tower of Babel. There is 
2 declination in the passage from thlt point until, reckoning one inch to a 
ear, B. C. 2,170 i is attained, this being the date of 11 erection of the sttuc- 
ture. This point is marked by distinct lines drawn, on the stone, on the east 
es west sides of the entrance passage. There is a continuation of the deatent 
for 628 inches (or years) to a granite portonllis. This carries the symbolism 
to B. G. 1,542. The last-named date is believed to be the time of the leading 
forth of the Children of Israel, by Moses, from the Land of Egypt, and the 
rtcullis‘is taken to signify the separation, by Ged, of a distinot and peculiar 
séple. Hence, from that point begins a narrow passage, as ik to signify this 

selection ‘rom the general Mass of mankind, as a part of the Divine economy. 
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The height of this apparently exclusively Hebrew passage ‘is bat 53 inches. 
We desire the reader to note this peculiarity, as it appears to have an analog- 
ae ous bearing upon subsequent developments in ‘the ‘symbolism. This limited 
passage goodie until it, reaches the date of 50 birth’ of our Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ. 
At this latter point, ‘evidently | a figure of the opening up of the dispensation 
ol the meridian ot time, commences what is termed the Grand Gallery, which 
is over 28 feet high, in contradistinction to the limited one of 53 inches ascend- 
ing to its opening. This Grand Gallery ascends, on an inoline, from the point of 
beginning. Thirty-three and a fraction inches (or years) from its commence- 
ment, corresponding with the date of the Savior’s crucifixion, there occurs an 
opening, leading to a subterranean chamber in the rock, and thence to a pro-

found depth, on deolining line. In reference to this point, we quote from 


our article of December And, 1878: 


If che measurement symbolism have a truthful significance, and it certainly 
looks. reasonable, the thirty-three years and a fraction carries the curious record

No event of a generally momentous character having occurred at that time, 

led Elder Orson Pratt, who had been reading, some works on the Pyramid, 
to believe there had been some miscalculation, or mistake in the method of 

; making the measurement from the base of the Great Step to its upper edgo · 
Aided by the inspiration of the ‘Almighty, he brought the penetrating and re- 
1 markably clear and concentrative power of his mind to bear upon the subject. 
While in. ‘London, some time last March, only fe weeks singe, in the hight 
time, he was suddenly struck, as if by inspiration, with the iden that he had

found the solution to the problem. It occurred to him that in measuring the 
. length of the Grand Gallery, Prof. Smyth: had measured his Pyramid inches on 
. the ascending floor line, until reaching the base of the Great Step, when 
de abandoned the method observed for upwards of three thousand incl ee, (or 
years,) and substituted an English foot or twelve English inches for a year, 
. computed vo longer on the prolonged usual floor time, but applied to ‘the ver 
tional line of the Step. Prof. Pratt believed this to be a great mistake. He could 
see no reason why the floor line should be thus suddenly, abandoned, and the 
unit inch discarded. He considered the Pyramid unit inch should stin ed 
off on the 3, 355 inch floor - ine, until reaching the foot of the perpendionlar let 
fall from the upper edge of the Step upon that line prolonged. At this point 
there is a final terminus in the ascending direction. At the upper edge of the 
Step, therefore, the direction becomes horizontal, and hence the inches or 
years from that point must be computed on that horizontal line. fe 
Elder Pratt was tempted, then and there, to arise in the night, make the 
necessary calculations and satisfy his mind; but he concluded to delay till 
‘morning. Judge of his surprise aud pleasure, when, on making the line from 
the upper frontal edge of the Step perpendicular with the inclined floor of 
- the Gallery, and continuing the measurement of the Gallery to that point, he 
found it demonstrated, by plain figures, that it reached the Pyramid date 
of April 6th, 1830, the exact day on which the Church and Kingdom of God 
was eee by the revelation and commandment of the Mogt High, at 
Fayette, Seneca County, New York, U. S. A. 
After demonstrating this grand fact, Elder Pratt, whose: eiae as * 
profound mathematician and astronomer are well known and established, pur- 
sued his investigations still further. He found that the step, as before stated, 
measured, from the upper frontal edge to the mass of solid masonry, the great 
wall, nearly 61 inches (or years). This period added to April 6th, 1830, car- 
ries the symbolism to the spring of the year 1891. The significance of this 
fact will be at once apparent when we consider the prophetic remarks of the 
Prophet, Joseph Smith with regard tothat date. On the 14th of March, 1836, 
at Kirtland, Ohio, the Prophet called a meeting of those who had composed 
what was l as Zion’s Camp.

However, appearances favor the theory of the ap- 
‘plication to it of the following passage from Iesiah: Ia that day shall there 


be an altar to the Lord in the midst of the Land of Egypt, and a pillar on the 


border thereof'to the Lord. And it shall be for a sign and for a witness unto 
the Lord of Hosts in the Land of Egypt.” (Isaiah xix. 19, 20). | 


It is like a mighty book in stone, on which is written the great events of the 
history of this earth and its people. The historical epochs of the past are in- 
dicated with scientific clearness, and now it is demonstrated, by the researches 
and mathematical deductions of Prof, Pratt, aided by the inspiration of the 


Mighty God, that it also stands us an incontestable evidence of the divine au-
